doth hereby Pꝛohibit and Foꝛbid all and ſingular Maſters of Ships, Pilots, Mariners, 


Seamen, ShipwAghts, and other Seafaring men whatſoever (being His Mafeſties 
Natural bozn Subjects) from Entring themſelves ; And doth hereby Straitly Charge 
and Command them and every of them, from hencefozth to fozbear to'Enter themſelves 
into Pay, 02 otherwiſe betake themſelves to the Service of any Fozreign Pzinces oz 
States, oꝛ to Serve in any Fozreign Ship oꝛ Ueſſel without Licenſe had and obtained 
in that behalf. To all which His Majeſty doth and will erpect due Obedience and Con⸗ 
fozmity ; And doth hereby Publiſh and Declare, That the Offenders to the contrary hall 

not onely incur His Majeſties juſt Dilplealure, but be pꝛoceeded againſt foz their Con- 
tempt, acco2ding to the utmolt ſeverities of Law, by Seizure of their Goods, Perlons, 
and Eſtates whereſoever they (hall be found, and otherwiſe. And further, His Majeſty 


- doth hereby Authozize and Command all and every the Captains, Maſters, and other Ok⸗ 


ficers Serving and Employed in any of His Majeſties Ships o2 Ueſſels at Sea, to ſtop, 
and make ſtay of all andevery ſuch 3 and perſons as ſhall endeavour to Tranlpoꝛt oz 
Enter themſelves into the Service of any Fo2reign Pꝛince o2 State, contrary to the true 


intent and meaning of this His Majeſties Royal Pzoclamation, and alſo to Seize upon, 


take, and bzing away all ſuch Mariners, Seamen, and other perſons akozelaid, as all 
be found to be Employed, oꝛ Serving in any Ships oꝛ Ueſſels; of oꝛ belonging to any Foꝛ⸗ 


reign Pꝛince oꝛ State, oꝛ to any Merchant oz other perſon oz perſons, other than to His 
Majelty oz His Dubjects.
